Mr. Dixon appealed from 
decision, but the chair refu.sed to enter­ 
tain it and orderetl the clerk to proceed 
with the reading of the journals. 
Nlr. Dixon’s resolution prov ided rules 
to gov ern the joint assembly. 
These 
iroluded a daily rollcali and a recapitu- 
latum thereof, with a record of those 
present and absent; then a ballot for 
seiiiuor, to be followed by a recapitula­ 
tion of the v ote; a right of auy member 
to v ote or change his v ote before final 
auuouucenieiit of the v ote, but not 
aiterwani; that until further orders by 
a nngority v ote of the joiut assembly 
fhi re s h a ll be o ut one daily ballot, and 
prt scribing the form of pairs. 
After coinpanug the journals, Mr. 
Gobin aiuioiuiced that Mr. t^uay was 
named for senator in the senate, but 
that there was no election in the house. 
Tlie roil of the senate and house w'as 
called to ascertain the number of Sena- 
tor> and members present.

The 
absenti es in the .senate were Jrligginsof 
i?(huylkili, Democrat, and Hawkins, 
Kepubi can, of Wasbington, who has 
not (juuiiiied. 
A successor has nut yet i 
beeu cho.scii to fill the v acancy created i 
bv the it'sigiiatiou of Lieutenant Gov ­ 
ernor Gobiu. 
J. F. Downing of Erie 
reci-iv ed two v oto.s.

bulldozing tactics of the chair.*’ 
This 
was attended by the Independent Re­ 
publicans and the Democrats and a 
committee was appointed to report reso­ 
lutions of protest at a uight session.

Malietoa Tauus and Tamasese fought 
bravely, but 500 of their followers were 
captured. Then, disheartened and out­ 
numbered, the two chief sought ret u-.re 
on the British warship aud their fol­ 
lowers sought protection under the guns 
of the Porpoise. 
Mataafa’s loss was OI men killed and 
wounded, and Malietoa Tauus lost 12 
men killed and wounded. 
The foreign- residents were placed 
andor the protection of a detachment 
of men belonging to the British ship, 
and Chief Justice Chambers aud his 
family went on board of h er. 
The followers of Mataafa looted and 
burned Apia, destroyed the plantations 
aud pillaged considerably in the coun­ 
try. 
The consuls later decided to recog­ 
nize .VI atua I a aud his chiefs as a provi­ 
sional government, pending the re­ 
ceipt of instructions from the powers 
Afterward, Dr. Rafael aud the G r- 
niau consul closed tho supreme court, 
declaring that the power was vested iii 
them.

M ataafa's loss was OI m en killed and 
wounded, and Malietoa Taints lost 12 
men killed and wounded.

SULTAN OF THE SULUS. 


Picturesque Po tentate the Unit­ 
ed States Has Acquired. 


HISTOEY OF HIS ISLAND DOMAIN.

W hen the AnH*ri( an peacEí commis- 
eioners in the ncgotiationn at Parin in­ 
sisted on the cession of the Snlu archi- 
pelaKo to this country, the U nited 
States acquircil a v ery picturesque and 
possib ly unruly v assal in the person of 
his highness the sultan of Sulu, togeth­ 
er w ith his harem of sultanas and some­ 
thing more than 100,000 M ussulman 
enb jects. 
Thus for the first tim e is tlie 
Mohammedan religion b rought under 
the protection of the stars and stripes. 
Tlie Sulu archiiK'lagoov er W'hich this 
M ussulman monarch holds sway i.s the 
sou them most part of the rem arkab le 
Philippine grimj). lying east of Borneo, 
wdiich was at one tim e under his high­ 
ness’ jurisdiction. 
Piirts of M indanao 
and Palam an still render allegiance to 
his highness, two v assal sultans in the 
form er paying trib ute to the sultan of 
the Sulus as their feudal lord. Although 
for nearly three centuries the Spaniards 
w’aged war against the sultan of the 
Snlus not un til 18 7 7 did this potentate 
acknowledge the sov ereignty of Spain 
in his dominions, which was also form ­ 
ally recognized b y England and G er­ 
m any in a protocol signed March 11, 
18 7 7 . No m ilitary XM)st was estab lished 
in the archipelago un til 18 8 0, when a 
conv ict corps tiW)k ¡xtssF'ssion. 
Two 
years later garrisons were estab lished 
in Bonga(» and Siassi, tw o small islands 
of tho Hu In group. 
In 18 8 7 the island of Hulii was partly 
conquered b y General Aró las, who was

the (uitire population of the archii>elago 
from taxiition for a second pt^riod of 
ten ye.ars, from 18 8 7 . Spain has nev er 
b een ab le to lev y trib ute upon the sul­ 
tan of tli(‘Hiilus. In fact, Spanish juris­ 
diction in Mindanao and the Sulus has 
always b een of the most lim it(‘d de­ 
scription. Mr. John Foreman, the Eng­ 
lish trav eler who lately gav e inform a­ 
tion regarding the Philippines to the 
Am erican 
[)eac(» commissioners, 
ob ­ 
serv es on this point- 
“ It is at great sacrifice that the 
Spaniards can retain the little possf's- 
sion which tluw hav e acipiirF'd in the 
south, and fnxpient acts of v iolent^» are 
still perpetrated on them b y the turb u­ 
lent Mussulmans, wlio v irtually rtd'usL» 
to recognize other rights than those of 
their sultans, to whom th(\v giv e alle­ 
giance. lnd*‘t'd it may b e unhesitatingly 
assertt'd that th(* S[)aniards hold no 
more domain in M indanao and the sul­ 
tan ate of Snlu than that of a d ay’s 
m arch frcuii their respectiv e garrisons, 
and in Mindanao, in particular, notoiu'- 
hundredth part of the t« Tritory. ” 
llis highiK'ss th(' sultan resid» ^s at 
May b un, in the island of Sulu, the lar­ 
gest in tho archipelago. 
It is ab out iM 
miles long and PJ b road. Tlu're are 14U 
or ir» 0 isl.inds in tho sultanate. 8 0 or 
9 0 of which are uninhab ited. Sulu, the 
Si>anish capital of the grouj). was for- 
tifi(‘d and put in good sanitary order 
some years ago b y Gtmeral Parrado, re­ 
cently statitUK'd at H av ana and a m em ­ 
b er of the (‘v acuation commission. This 
officer in the (‘arly eighties was gov ern­ 
or of Sulu. 
He erected land defenses 
and furnished tho tow n w ith a pure 
w ater supply. His gov ernm ent was one 
of m artial law. The sultan, at Mayb un 
on the southern coast, ruled w ithout 
Spanish interference. 
A v isit to this i>otentate is d(>8 cril)ed 
b y Mr. Foreman, who found the palac« 
a large and well constructed b uilding 
of wood and b amb oo, w ith a spacious 
v estib ule decorated w ith shrub s and 
tropical plants. 
He was receiv ed b y 
three chiefs, who conducted him to the 
throneroom. ISIr. Foreman says: 
“ H is excellency was dresstxl in v ery 
tight silk trousers, fjistened partly up 
the sides w ith showy chased gold or 
gilt b uttoiLs—a short eton cut oliv e 
green jacket w ith an infinity of b ut­ 
tons, w hite socks, ornam ented slippers. 


A rea sasn arouna nis waist, a Eina oi 
turb an and a creese at his side.

“ One saltana was fairly pretty, or 
had b een so. b ut the rem ainder w’ere 
heav y, languid and lazy in their mov e­ 
ments, and their teeth, dyed b lack, did 
not emb ellish their personal appear­ 
ance. They all wore light colored dual 
garm ents of great w idth and light Ixxl- 
ices. 
Their coiffure was carefully fin­ 
ished, b ut unfortunately a part of the 
forehead was hidden b y an ugly fringe

The sultan is supreme in his author­ 
ity ov f^r the liv es and property of his 
sub jects, b ut is adv isixl in mattc'rs of 
state b y a council of elders. Under him, 
b ut not fully acknowledging his au­ 
thority, are a num b er of petty chiefs, 
calh'd dattos, w’ho collect trib ute in 
his nam e and pay ov er to the royal 
treasury, not that of Spain, b ut that of 
the sultan, such portion of their rev ­ 
enues as rem ains after satisfying their 
own wants. 
Tho Sulu islanders and the inhab it­ 
ants of 
M indanao will b e th(5 first 
M ussulmans ev er under the jurisdiction 
of the stars and strip(5.s. 
In th(5 last 
treaty b etw(5en Spain and the sultan of 
Sulu it was espi'cially agrticd that the 
M ussulmans should n(jt b e p(‘rs(>cuted 
for th(*ir religion.

The highest religions office is that of 
cherif, which is a hereditary post, car­ 
rying w ith it temxxmil pow’er. His sub - 
ordinat(5s in the hierarchy are known 
as ])andita. a title hav ing the signifi­ 
cance of priest. 
The pandita wields 
large influeiic(5 alike in worldly and 
Hjuritual afl'airs, perform ing the oflice 
of i)hysician and officiating at the re­ 
ligious exerci.ses of his faith. 
Pub lic worship is held on Friday, 
when worshipers are called to the 
mosque b y b eating upon a b ox or hollow 
pit‘co of wood. 
Solemn ceremonials 
m ark b irths and deaths. A t the funeral 
of a datto or chief the panditas intone 
a weird chant, accom panied w ith cym ­ 
b als and gongs and the loud lam enta­ 
tions of the mourners.

The eyewitness, who is close to Ad­ 
miral Pear.^on and is supposed to voice 
his opiuions, added: “ The submarine 
invention is the most remarkable of 
modern times. The model was not fitted 
with torpedo tubes, as this was a mat­ 
ter of detail.

It is astonishing what fine instinct a 
good turkey dog will develop after a 
few months of training iii the woods.

After a turkey has re 
ceived a fatal shot it may fly half a 
mile or mon*.

W a sin noton, Jan. 19.—Gen. Leonard 
Wood, military commander of the de­ 
partment of Santiago, was before the 
senate committee on military affairs. 
Ile considered that a military force 
would be necessary to the maintenance 
of order tor some years and said it 
should be 
sufficient 
effectually and 
quickly check any trouble before it 
could gain headway. 
He thought as 
m.iuy as 50,(X 0 troops should be sta­ 
tioned throughout Cuba. 
With proper 
precaution aud tact he did not antici­ 
pate trouble and he believed that the 
insurgent forces woald rapidly disinte­ 
grate iii all parts of the island. 
lie had shown absolute trust in the 
Cubans in all matters, going among 
them always unarmed and leaving the 
books of 
the administration always 
open to their inspection. 
He had Cu­ 
bans in all departments, and his private 
soctetary had at one time been a mem­ 
ber of Gomez'8 staff. 
Thus they al­ 
ways knew how their money had been 
expended aud knew just what he was 
doing as their governor. General Wood 
said that his first effort had been to en­

in tne lower valley was practically over. 
The dam was created by a roadway 
built across Kingsbury run many years 
ago. 
A high bridge spanning the val­ 
ley at that point had just beeu com­ 
pleted, and it was this structure which 
was undermined aud partly demolished 
by the flood. The cub ort under the old 
roadway became clogged up during the 
recent heavy rains, 
causing an im­ 
mense body of water to become dammed 
up, covering many acres.

Although 
for nearly three centuries the Spaniards 
waged w ar against the sultan of tho 
Buhls not n n til 1877 did this potentate 
acknowledge the sovereignty of Spain 
in his dominions, which was also form ­ 
ally recognized by England and G er­ 
m any in a protocol signed M arch ll, 
1877. No m ilitary post was established 
in the archipelago nntil 1880, when a 
convict corps took possession.

NEW SUBMARINE BOAT. 


S u c c e s s f u l T r i a l o f a B r i t i s h N a v a l 
OtliiM*r’n I n v e n t i o n In A u s t r a l i a . 
A former British naval officer, said 
to be Lieutenant limes, bus for some 
time been secretly at work in Australia 
on a new submarine torpedo boat. 
A 
trial of tho invention has recently taken 
place before the commander in chief, 
Admiral Pearson, in Sydney harbor. 
There were few persons at the trial. Au 
eyewitness of the experiment said: 
“ The shape of the boat is like that of 
the torpedo itself. 
It is cigar shaped 
aud pointed at both ends. 
The model 
was made in seven different engine 
shops to insure secrecy. The perform­ 
ance of tho craft was marvelous. 
The 
driving power was electricity, and com­ 
pressed air was supplied for the occu­ 
pants. The boat was only 15 feet long, 
but now that its success is assured a 
model to hold six men will be built at 
onoe. 
Tho man in the oonning tower 
can manipulate the vessel or it eau be 
manipulated from below. 
The subma­ 
rine war machine is built of brass and 
is thicker on the underside than on top, 
to give it trim. The engines are placed 
amidships. 
They drive a shaft which 
turns the stern wheel. In addition to 
this propeller there is another which 
works at the end of a vertical shaft di­ 
rectly under the center of the craft aud 
cantles the disappearance aud reappear

There passed away recently in Ma­ 
dera, Minn., a young man who had 
lived a most remarkable life. 
Jam es S. 
Mclndoo, aged 18 years, died. 
He was 
born at Crescent, Iroquois county, Ills,, 
on tho 5th day of July, 1880. A normal 
child at birth, he remained so until 7 
years old, then he began to grow rapidly. 
This continued until at the time of 
his death he measured 7 feet 3 inches 
in height, 4 feet 3 inches around the 
chest, 4 feet I inch around the waist, 4 
feet 6 inches around the hips and 4 feet 
8 inches around the points of the shoul­ 
ders. 
He weighed 325 pounds, wore a 
No. 24 shoe and a No. 9 hat, measuring 
2 feet 3 inches around the head. He 
could span my2 inches with his hand, 
aud his feet each measured 7)^ inches 
broad and were 16 inches long. Hip 
feet and hands were a little larger in 
proportion than his body, be having 
larger feet perhaps than any one else. 
The habits of the young man were as 
odd as bis figure, and be required an 
extra large meal every 20 hours and 
wanted to sleep for 15 or 20 hours aud 
remain awake the same length of time. 
His appetite was very great, and he 
could eat as much as two laboring men. 
At times he would eat a peck of apples 
or a basket of grapes and think nothing 
of it. 
He had never shed his “ baby” 
teeth, although 18 years old, and bis 
aspirations and hopes were those of a 
10-year-old boy. 
Still be is said to 
have had quite a genius for making 
things, having made a violin on which 
he learned to play quite well. His edu­ 
cation nevertheless was poor, owing tc 
bis weak eyes. 
Since last spring he had traveled with 
one of tile large circuses, but on Nov. 24 
be returned to Madelia in poor health, 
and on the next day was taken very 
sick, and from that time to the time of 
his death he remained unconscious. 
The cause of death was a clot of blood 
on the brain. 
Taken altogether, Jinnee 
Mclndoo was one of the queerest built 
persons that ever lived in the state of 
Minnesota—that is, taken as an after­ 
birth prodigy. The parents of the queer 
youth are of ordinary build, and he 
seemed as strange to them as he did tc 
the rest of the people. He was of Scotcb-

32 Mine. Gavotte found herself a wid­ 
ow. She was noted far and wide for her 
sweet sm ile and pleasant disposition. 
She conducted the hotel with even more 
success than her husband. 
Then she 
built the sailors’ boarding houses, and 
each proved a little gold mine. 
Every 
venture which she undertook turned 
out fortunately. 
She grew richer and 
richer. 
It is hinted that sm uggling has ma­ 
terially assisted in building up the great 
fortune of this extraordinary woman. 
and it is trne that Miquelon is a favo­ 
rite resort of the class of gentry who 
figlit shy of revenue officers.
